Dry goods may be mailed under the 


rules governing 
third-class matter, 


packages limited to four pounds, wrap- 
ped so as to admit of examination with- 
out destroying the wrapper, and unac- 
companied by any writing in addition 
to the address, postage one cent for ev- 
ery two ounces or fraction tboreof. 


All third class matter should be pre 


paid in full, or the same should not be 
forwarded; but if the same should reach 
its destination not having been prepaid, 
double the prepaid rate must be col- 
lected on the unpaid portion. 


United States postal cards, when ,i<i 


dressed to Canada, must have a one 
cent United States postage stamp im- 
pressed on the card. 


From and after January 1st, 1ST4, 


newspapers, one copy to each actual 
subscriber residing within the county 
where the same are printed, in whole or 
in part, and published, shall go free
